Rumania, 
Belgium, all the countries that got 
what they wanted out of the last 
war.In the German camp are Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and Bul- 
garia, all the countries that lost 
what they wanted in the last war 
and want today to get it back.

although he was a consistent advo- 
cate of civic improvement. Before 
coming to Lincoln he was mayor of 
Glen Elder. Kas, Tor a term. 
Honored By Bar Association. 
October 22. 1932. Mr. McNerney 
was one of seven Lincoln attorneys 
honored by the Lancaster county 
bar association for completion of 
more than 50 years In the practice 
of law.

Million French Strike. 
PARIS, Feb. 12—(IP)—An army 


of one million workers struck today 
against fascist methods in France. 
Amid reports that Premier Dou- 
mergue would ask dictatorial powers, 
the French Federation of Labor 
called last midnight a 24-hour gen- 
eral strike of protest against 
any 


resort to fascist control. 


A shutdown of virtually every In- 
dustry was sought by the federa- 
tion, supported by socialists and 
communists. 
The government rushed in soldiers 
and sailors from the technical corps 
to take over Paris public service 
plants to assure gas, water and elec- 
tricity and to help maintain at least 
a skeleton telephone and telegraph 
service. 
A dispatch from London this 
morning stated that wire communi- 
cation with Paris' had been inter- 
rupted, indicating that the strike 
was effective in that part of its 
plan. Communication between New 
York and Paris was broken at 
about the same time, preventing a 
full account immediately of the sit- 
uation there. 
Thirty-five thousand 
police and 
soldiers were on duty in Paris, where 
100,000 laborers were affected. Out- 
breaks were feared in meetings of 
socialists and communists. 
Paris was outwardly calm as the 
strike went Into effect. Peace was 
reported, too, at Marseilles, Lyons 
and Lille—the principal provincial 
cities in which the movement was 
followed extensively. There were 
demonstrations in these cities Sun- 
day. 


Arrangments were made for food 
shops to remain open, but the 
strike was called to affect the.mails, 
newspapers and theaters. Subway, 
bus and street car employes also 
were in the movement. It was a 
holiday for school children, with 
teachers joining in the walkout.

There are 813 persons engaged In 
the national re-employment service 
for Nebraska, helping to find jobs 
for others. More than 500 of these 
are serving without pay. The head 
of the organization. State Director 
George Hodge, is a "dollar-a-year 
man'r loaned to the United States 
government by the International 
Harvester Co. from his regular job 
as general manager of its south Ne- 
braska agency at Lincoln. 
Mr. Hodge has associated with 
him in the state employment office 
three field supervisors, a secretary, 
and an assistant who are salaried 
people on a Washington payroll. 
The office force also includes eight 
stenographers and clerks and two 
persons handling payroll for the 
state, working under a special CWA 
project, as well as one statistical 
supervisor and an assistant direct- 
ing another CWA activity.

There are 465 county 
committee members in the organ- 
ization, also unpaid.

These, with the 
state supervisor and his aide, draw 
a weekly total of $686. 


Until the federal civil works ad-

The 
federal CWA re-employment and 
statistical projects provided addi- 
tional help necessary to handle the 
huge task of enrolling 60,000 addi- 
tional applicants for jobs, and mak- 
ing 41,000 additional placements.

Director Hodge estimates that If 
all personal service in the 93 county 
employment offices were being paid 
for, 
together with rent of quarters, 


office equipment, light, heat, an 
incidental expense which are do 
nated locally, the total would be 
$11,000 a month more than it is 
now. 


Hodge thinks the number of ac- 
tually unemployed persons in Ne- 
braska at this time is between 20,000 
and 25,000. His records show a total

OUR NATIONAL HEROES. 


A 


BRAHAM LINCOLN was responsible for a social 
revolution. 


His emancipation proclamation struck as deeply at 


existing conceptions of sacred property rights as any 
document, embodying national policy, which 
has 


come forth during this present era. Right or wrong, 
and in the light of intelligent progress and the ad- 
vancement of humanitarian ideals, all of us freely 
recognize it was wrong, the southerner thought his 
property rights were being violated. He simply re 
fused to consider the horrible cruelty and injustice o 
the institution of slavery. He still clung to the view 
that a human being was nothing more than a chat 
tel. 


There is one phase of Lincoln's unique place in 


history, however, which receives little emphasis 
Lincoln detested slavery. Every fiber of his natural- 
ly kindly, passionate nature was outraged by the rec- 
ognition that men and women were being bought 
and sold into involuntary servitude. But "his initia 
decisions in the Civil war were not molded by his 
own intense and justified opposition to slavery, his 
only thought then was to save the union from seces- 
sion and to uphold the national government. It was 
not until more than a year had passed that Lin- 
'coln came to the conclusion that slavery must go 
that an issue capable of arousing such implacable 
and irreconcilable differences had to be settled and 
settled correctly, if there were to be any permanence 
to the union. It was a decision unpopular with his 
official family. 
When he submitted it to his cabi- 


,net, with but one exception, the members opposed it. 
;They begged him, pleaded with him, cajoled, and 
; threatened with such success that the step was post- 
poned, but not defeated. He himself assumed full

than are most people. And if Mr. Ritchie thinks the 
people of Nebraska could be induced to shoulder a 
bond burden of from 15 to 18 million dollars to aug- 
ment highway construction at this time, he also is 
mistaken.

He ate with his fingers. He never had tasted sugar 
or coffee. When his mother died, the father built a 
rough box of pine logs, and on a chill day, without 
aid of minister and without ceremony, hauled it up 
the hillside to be placed in a shallow stone grave. 
From that background, Lincoln came. He was an 
exceedingly sensitive man. He possessed an amazing 
imagination, a keen, if plodding, mind, and instincts 
of understanding, of charity, of tolerance, and com- 
passion rarely equalled in any man. Prom whence 
did they come? They contradict our views of train- 
ing and preparation for life. They contradict no- 
tions which prevail, not only today, but which ex- 
isted even before there was an America- All theories 
for improvement Of the race are confronted with the 
real story of Lincoln. Somewhere, in some mysteri- 
ous fashion, he acquired the priceless gift of under- 
standing people. It is a trait more to be desired in 
statesmanship than any other. 


To a greater or lesser degree, it flames forth in the 


records of all American heroes. Some have been 
great scholars of government; some have been great 
warriors: some have been crusaders for what we call 
social progress and human rights. Without excep- 
tion, all possessed that faculty to read the heart. 


A NEBRASKA!* COMES THROUGH. 


THE tumultuous ovation accorded the premiere of 


"Merry Mount" in New York City Saturday aft- 


rnoon at the Metropolitan Opera house naturally is 
gratifying to the relatives, old friends and neighbors 
of Dr. Howard Hanson, the composer. One showing 
cannot determine the place which "Merry Mount" 
will occupy in opera. It had the advantage of Law- 
rence Tibbett at his best, which means the most pop- 
ular male operatic star in the world today. It had a 
very capable company supporting him. It had bril- 
iant orchestral accompaniment, and most of all, the 
good wishes of a country desirous of seeing a great 
American opera produced. 


Seemingly that could not account, however, for the 


enthusiastic fervor with which its first audience re- 
ceived it. 


The most interesting speculation in connection 


with it is the fact that Dr. Hanson still is a young 


man, 
and this is his first serious attempt at opera. 


He has years ahead of him, years which will be en- 
riched by study and experience, and by perfection to 
an even greater degree of technique. But the music 
of "Merry Mount" seemed to reflect a new and dis- 
tinctive note, which, peculiarly belongs to the Ameri- 
can people. They are not a somber, nor a 'fiery, im- 
petuous people. The word so frequently used in de- 
scribing them is dashing, and it was that which 
gave what might be called a modern,touch to the 
score. For of the old operas which have lived on 
and on, the same dominant notes characterize them 
all. Some may be more beautiful than others, but in 
purpose they depict a world which lived very much 
under the same conditions as pertain

and mental habits. America does not fit in with 
that idea.

J. HAM'S PROPHECY. 


IS an interesting prophecy which the sartorlal- 
y elegant Senator J. Ham Lewis of Illinois of- 


fers. In his judgment, party lines almost will be ob- 
literated in the November congressional election of 


1934, 
and the two party system will be replaced 


thereafter in the country by bloc groups in govern- 
ment like those in France .and Germany. 


Any one familiar with French politics, or with 


German affairs until the time that Hitler wiped out 
the bloc system through the imposition of a dicta- 
torship, will hope Senator Lewis is wrong. 


The troubles of the young German republic were 


intensified greatly by the bloc system in the Reich- 
stag. The ineptitude of democracy in Germany may 
be traced directly to the fact the government could 
not depend upon any parliamentary group for action 
in conformance with the policies of the responsible 
administrative heads. 


And likewise in France, the bloc system has been 


one of the factors in promoting frequent governmen- 
tal change, with its instability and insecurity. Be- 
yond question, the two party system 
would have 


served both France and Germany much better 


The possibility of blocs, to which Senator Lewis 


alludes, with the disappearance of party lines, might 
>e described better as the new alignment of political 
views. The program which has been put into effect 
n Washington insures that new alignment, it will 
>e conservative against liberal, and it wili cut square- 
ly through both parties. While candidacies may ap- 
pear under the banner of democracy and of republi- 
canism, the conservatives in both groups naturally 
will be drawn together, and necessarily it follows 
hat the liberals of the two parties will find a com- 
mon ground. The issue is drawn so sharply people 
either will be for it or against it, with little lifceli- 
lood that middle ground, which might furnish the 
"oundation for blocs, will receive a great deal of 
attention.

BTT-PRODUCIS OF THE FARM. 


A HOME-OWNED gas plant for every farm, elimi- 


nating what now constitutes a prohibitive cost 


or piping and distribution from central plants in 
ities, appears to be a possibility of the not distant 
uture. Experiments in the use of cornstalks for raw 
material to manufacture the gas are in progress at 
he Iowa state college of agriculture, Ames, and are 
reported to hold out promise of good results. 


Such a development would do much to modernize 


farm life and provide living conditions for rural 
people comparable to those enjoyed in nearly all ur- 
ban communities of 5,000 or greater population, and 
in some of lesser size. It would ease the household 
burdens of farm women by doing away with fuel 
dirt and labor, as well as by increasing kitchen con- 
veniences and the comforts of the home. 


A great many farms are already equipped with in- 


dividual electric light plants and are thus freed from 
the old drudgery of daily filling and cleaning lamps 
and lanterns, besides getting vastly better illumina- 
tion for houses, bams, and premises. Thousands of 
country places are situated near electric transmission 
lines from which they are supplied with ciirrent. so 
that the owners do not even need to install and run 
their own plants. 


But gas has hitherto been virtually denied to farm 


folks, except as to a few whose lands are traversed 


; by long distance pipe lines affording a source of 


i supply. Rural residents could not pay the neces- 
sarily high rates that companies would have to 


j charge for runnings pipe lines out from town plants,

fensive game next fall. In answer to widespread criticisrr 
that the defensive machinery had become far too perfect tc 
permit the spectacular, the rules comm'itee voted to elimi 
nate the rules on a touchback penalty for the first incorn 
pleted pass thrown over the goal line. 


Pass Penalty Eliminated. 


A second change voted was the 
elimination of the five-yard pen- 
alty for the second successive in- 
completed or illegal forward pass. 


The committee re-defined an old 


kicking rule to allow another player 
to hold the ball on a punt until 
the kicker connects. 


That these rule changes will open 


up the offensive game and elim- 
inate many of the scoreless ties 
that were gc eral last fall was the 
opinion of a majority of the rules 
committee, which adjourned its an- 
nual meeting here last night. 


Removal of the touchback and 


five-yard penalties, Secretary W. S.

Okeson of the committee said, will 
prove a boon to the passing game 
and opsn up the game generally. 


Radical Proposal* Fail 


Proposals for the more sweeping 


change to permit the throwing of 
passes at any point behind the 
scrimmage line and increasing 
side line zone from 10 to 15 yards 
went virtually 
unheeded 
by the 
committee in its deliberations. 


With the new changes, an offen- 


sive team will not lose possession of 
the ball on the first incomplete pass 
over the goal line. An exception was 
made to this rule, and that was on 
fourth down and on the second 
successive 
incompleted 
pass 
the 


touchback penalty would , be in- 
flicted. 


On an incomplete forward pass 


over the goal line under last year's 
code, the ball automatically was 
given to the defending team and 
placed in play on the 20-yard mark. 
This made for the general use of 
running plays only when a team 
was in scoring position. 


Game Made More Open. 


More effective, perhaps, in open- 


ing up the pass game was the 
change permitting successive incom- 
pleted forward passes on the field 
without the five-yard penalty. 
The new punt definition will 


make the quick kick more general, 
committee members agreed, ant 
thereby contribute to the surprise 
elements of the offense. A punter 
now will be permitted to have a 
teammate hold the ball, thereby 
permitting the quick kick by a sec- 
ond player on a faked line buck or 
pass. 


Code features dealing with pro- 
tection of the players were further 
perfected by the committee. Changes 
in specifications regarding the sur- 
facing of uniforms and footballs 
were made. 


Three Minor Changes. 


Following the adjournment, Sec- 
retary Langford issued a statement 
explanatory of the few changes in 
the rules: 


"There were three changes of a 
minor character made, all of which 
favor the offense. 
These changes 
are: 


"First, the elimination of the five- 
yard penalty for a second, third or 
fourth incompleted 
forward pass- 
second, the treating of the first in- 
complete forward pass over the goal 
line (excepting on fourth down) just 
as though it had become incomplet- 
ed in the field of play, and third, 
the changing of the definition of the 
punt so as to permit the kicking of 
the ball from the hands of a team- 
mate. 


"A number of clarifications were 
approved and referred to the codili- 
cation committee for proper word- 
ing, which 
will be decided upon 
later. These, however, will merely 
make clear the present intent and 
meaning of the rules. 


Standard Equipment. 


"Two of these clarifications relate 
to the equipment, one having to do 
with the surfacing of the 
leather 


used in manufacturing footballs and 
the other with the material used lor 
shoe cleats. In spite of efforts prev- 
iously made to draw specifications 
for a uniform type of football, sev- 
eral variations appeared last season 
It is the intent and the desire of 
the committee to have these surfac- 
ings uniform and the committee

APPEAL 


HARRLMAN CASE 


Mortgage Trustee Dis- 


satificd With Ruling 


By Donohoe. 


An appeal in the Harrlman loan 
matter of the Lincoln Trust com- 
pany's bankruptcy was filed in Fed- 
eral court by The First Trust com- 
pany, successor trustee of the mort- 
gage and allowed by Federal Judge 
J. A. Donohoe of Omaha. L. A. 
Ricketts. trustee in bankruptcy, was 
given notice that the matter would 
be heard before the Circuit court of 
appeals in St. Louis in sixty days. 
Judge Donohoe issued an order 
last January 17, upholding an order 
of Bankruptcy Referee McClcnahan, 
which stated that the Lincoln Trust 
company had a prior lien of $2,514 55 
for taxes, insurance, repairs, and 
seed, paid out by the company; and 
a concurrent lien with other bond- 
holders for $1,050. The bondholders 
had protested the order. 


Judge Donohoe held in his mem- 
orandum that the Lincoln Trust 
company as trustee under the mort- 
gage had power to enforce collec- 
tions or to foreclose. It was not, he 
declared, acting as owner but mere- 
ly paid out the money as an ac- 
comodation to the bondholders. He 
saw no impropriety in the com- 
pany's taking up the coupons. The 
successor trustee held that the pay- 
ments were made by the company 
as the owner and that as such it 
had no claim to a prior lien. 
On March 31, 1927, the Lincoln 
Trust company made a loan of 
$7,000 to Ethel Harnman on 151 
acres of land in Scottsbluff county, 
secured by 11 promissory bonds of 
the same date. The mortgagor de- 
faulted in 1929 and no taxes had 
been paid after 1926. The Lincoln 
Trust company redeemed the prop- 
erty at tax sale on April 15, 1930.
